DUBLIN, Feb. 8 (UP). —The Dan 
Eireann today rushed through two 
bills restoring in effect the old 
Irish “Public Safety” act calling for 


creation of special criminal courts 
and summary execution of terror- 
ists in the face of widespread vio- 
lence. 

The bills giving the government 
extraordinary powers were intro- 
duced by Minister of Justice P. J. 
Ruttledge and passed first reading 
by a vote of 79 to 8. The oppo- 
sition, United Ireland Party of Wil- 
liam T. Cosgrave, supported the gov- 
ernment. The Laborites of William 
Morton opposed it. 

Second reading of the bills was 
scheduled for next Wednesday. 

Officials said the measures were 
tantamount to re-establishment of 
the “Public Safety” act, under 
which the government had wide 
powers to imprison “without trial 
and which set up military courts. 

Widely used against the outlawed 
Irish Republican Army in the past, 
the act was repealed in 1933, later 
reimposed and abolished again when 
the Eire Constitution went into ef- 
fect in December, 1937.

General Lo Wei-kiang is commanding the new army, 
which is fighting the Japanese in the Weichow and Poklo 
sectors east of Canton by the guerilla tactics which have 
proved so successful on the other Chinese fronts. 


Nazis Get New 


U.S. Note Citing 
Pogrom Cases 


Asked to ‘Examine the 
Instances Given on 
U. 8. Subjects 


BERLIN, Feb. 8.—A United States 
note to the Nazi Government cit- 
ing specific cases of anti-Semitic 
discrimination against the rights of 
American citizens in Germany was 
disclosed today. 

The note, requesting the German 
government to examine these in- 
stances, was presented to the For- 
eign Office Monday. The number 
of cases was not announced. 

Similar action was taken January 
11 after Germany expressed willing- 
ness to examine and regulate in- 
dividual cases, in answer to a United 
States request December 14 for gen- 
eral assurances that “American 
citizens would not be accorded dif- 
feiential treatment because of their 
race or religious beliefs.” 

Although the nature of the cases 


was not disclosed, most were be- 


lieved to involve Jews claiming 
damages resulting from the Novem- 
ber 10 destruction of Jewish prop- 
erty or because of anti-Semitic de- 
crees.

Army has broken out into active revolt among Japanese units stationed in 


n., a river 
town on the Yangtze north- 
west of Shanghai. 

The soldiers of the Kiang- 

yin garrison, disgusted with 
the hardships and the hor- 
rors of the war against the 
Chinese, organized a secret 
mutiny which broke out Sunday. 
All the officers were killed. 
A heavy punitive column was 
rushed to crush the revolt, and at- 
ter a fierce battle the rebellious 
troops were surrounded and forced 
to surrender. Both sides suffered 
heavy losses. 

The leaders of the uprising were 
tried by drum-heard court-martial 
and executed after unspeakable tor- 
tures. 

The Kiangyin revolt was pre- 
ceded by an even larger mutiny on 
Jan. 22 in Taku, the port of Tientsin 
of Chihli Bay, North China. 

SOLDIERS REVOLT 

Three thousand Japanese soldiers 
revolted when the Japanese high 
command went back on a promise 
made to the troops in Shanghai 
that they would be sent home. This 
promise was made after protests by 
the soldiers against remaining in 
China. 

From Shanghai the soldiers were 
carried by transport ship to Taku. 
When the soldiers found out they 
were being sent back to the front, 
they organized the revolt and 
fought off a punitive detachment 
for some time. 

A Japanese Brigadier General 
named Akamoto was shot when 
anti-war leaflets were discovered 
last month among troops under his 
command stationed in northern 
Shansi province. 

Twelve officers and numerous 
ordinary soldiers were arrested. 

Another Japanese force recently 
revolted in Paotow, Suiyuan prov- 
ince, north of Shansi. 

The rebellious troops killed sev- 
eral officers and members of 6 
Japanese puppet “government.” 

At Kiangnan 100 dock workers 
were arrested and beaten by police 
when anti-war leaflets were found 
posted around the docks. 

Ten Japanese citizens were ar- 
rested in several North China cities 
for openly opposing the war of in- 
vasion in China.

During the first 
five weeks of the present year only

In 1937 laboratory studies showed 
that the virus of epidemic influenza 
was present in the cases; so far this 
year attempts to detect this virus 
have failed.” 

In his report for last week Regis- 
trar of Records Thomas J. Duffield 
yesterday told Commissioner Rice 
that: 

“Deaths from all causes reported 
in the week just closed numbered 


11,983, an merease of 173 as com- 


pared with the preceding week. This 
was a general death rate of 133 
per thousand of population which 
is an increase over the rate of 12.1 
the week before.

“The infant death rate for last 
week was 49.0 per thousand live 
births. This is the highest infant 
mortality rate to be recorded in the

This was 
an increase of 16 over the number 
reported in the preceding week 
“No deaths were charged to diph- 
theria, scarlet fever or measles dur- 
ing the week just closed.

To Speed Action for 
Low- Rent Housing 


„ Mayor LaGuardia's proposal—which was 
backed unanimously by the City Council 
Tuesday—that the State Legislature pass 
the two Desmond Housing bond bills, is of 
vital interest to all New Yorkers. These two 
measures would open up the way for the ear- 
liest ground breaking for municipal low- 
rent housing projects. Anyone who knows of 
—and who doesn’t —the ghastly and almost 
weekly toll of human life from fires in the 
slum areas, likewise knows the urgent need 
of quick action for decent low-cost housing. 


The Desmond bills would amend the City 
Charter to permit the City to use the pro- 
ceeds of the present Occupancy tax (paid 
by business and professional offices) to pay 
interest and amortization on municipal hous- 
ing bonds. The moment these bills are 
passed, Mayor LaGuardia asserted, it will be 
possible to start the immediate building of 
municipal low-rent houses. 


With the State legislature dominated by 
the Tory Republicans, who will try to make a 
political football out of housing, relief and 
all other social needs, the people will have to 
muster all their united strength and their 
vigilance to see that these bills are enacted.

As the letter pointed out, the Constitu- 
tion gave the President the power of ap- 
pointment and gave to the Senate “as a 
whole” the duty of rejecting or confirming 
“solely on the ground of the fitness of the 
nominee.” Further, if the Constitution 
wanted to give the power of veto to one or 
two Senators it would have said so, or “would 
have vested the nominating power in the 
Senators from the State in which the va- 
cancy existed.” That's plain, and straight, 
enough. . 

Yet, in maneuvering the defeat of the 
appointment, Glass and Byrd arrogated to 
themselves the power of the President whose 
appointments they consider “personally of- 
fensive” to them no matter how capable the 
nominee is. Although they squawk dema- 
gogically for an “independent” judiciary, 
they brazenly demand a judge who is at- 
tached to their corrupt patronage mill in Vir- 
ginia. This same patronage system produces 
the Judge Mantons and Judge Thomases.

“Typhoid Mary” 

The recent death of “Typhoid 
Mary ends one of the more dra- 
matic chapters in the history of 
public health. Mary Mallon was 
more than a woman; she was sym- 
bol of the age-old battle between 
rugged ihdividuals and the com- 
mon welfare. 

In the early 1900's several out- 
breaks of typhoid fever in suburban 
homes puzzled sarjitary engineers 
who found the food and water sup- 
plies irreproachable. Finally, En- 
gineer George A. Soper discovered 
that many of the afflicted homes 
had employed the same cook, Mary 
Mallon. *

Roadside is immodestly described 
in the program notes as a comedy. 
It is as funny as an earache. The 
Play, in a “folksy” way is an ideal- 
ization of brute force and nomadic 
irresponsibility. Fortunately, the 
point of the play was never proven, 
‘what with a windbag for a hero, 
and an incipient moron for a hero- 
ine. To make matters worse, both 
are planted jn a thicket of idiots. 
The scene is set in the neighbor- 
hood of Oklahoma, and an insuffer- 
able slander it is on the inhabi- 
tarts of the area. 


The dialogue is intended to be 
delivered in a Will Rogers manner, 
indigenous to the locale. This was 
to have lent color to the story. 


However, the variety of dialects 


which struggled for authenticity 
would have made a fit study for 
a philologist. 

It would be unfair to blame the 
entire production on the actors, be- 
cause with the exception of a few 
vivid lines (recited loudly) the 
script is an impregnable barricade 
of trivia. 

Of course, even bad plays give 
employment to actors, but to iden- 
tify such plays with the legitimate 
theatre can be only harmful to 
audience and authors.
